NOTWITHSTANDING the fact 
tt. London has for so long maintain- 
ed: Slipremacy as a silver market, there 
“ate many reasons why New York City 
tthduld not become the world’s prin- 
cipal market, according to Senator T. 
“ae. Oddie, who, as ‘chairman of the sen- 
“Ate commission of gold and silver in- 


© quiry, has been engaged in a study of 


the question. Senator Oddie urges that 
j the New York silver market be great- 
i ly strengthened. He calls attention to 
the fact that approximately 85 percent 
of the world’s silver output #& produc- 
ed in North, Central and South Ameri- 
war New 
York became the chief silver’ market of 
the world, since which time it has oc- 
cupicd a very strong and independent , 
position. 

According to Senator Oddie, China + 
in 1922 purchased something like 50 
milliqn ounces of silver in America, as 
st ee with 22 million ounces pur- 
chased in London. ‘India purchased 22 
million ounces in.America compared 
with 46 million ounces in London. The 
heavy purchases ‘by India and China 
in New York in 1923, indicate that the 
‘Indian “ba%aars” also realize the ad- 
vantage ‘of buying ,silver here, rather 
than in London. The senator calls at- 
tention to the fact that the demand for 
silver ‘in a country like China often 
arises very quickly, which results in a 
high premium in the early arrival of 
the metal 
takes less time to deliver silver from 
the United States to China than from 
London, there is a direct saving in 
interest on the metal in transit; which. 
means that China, therefore, will prob- 
ably continue 'to transact an increaas- 
ing amount of the silver business in 
New York. Through an organization

OUR FASHIONS 7 


IT has been decreed, says a Lon- 
don correspondent, that men in Eng- 
land shall wear derby hats, or bowlers, 
as our British friends call them. We 
do not kndw about that—we do nox 
object to the hard hat, and indeed it 
is useful sometimes in making men 
look k‘‘all firessed up.” 

But, the reason for wearing it is 
not exactly what we could wish: it is 
that the Duke of York, brother of the 
Prince of Wales, wears a bowler. 

We never heard of York setting 
fashions before, and know of no rea- 
son why we should throw away soft 
hats just because he has done so. 

Also, some yellow-faced Hindu chap 
or alleged prince. from far-away India 
is using an oval handkerchief between 
bets at Deauville, France, and’ hence, 
American men are expected to follow 
suit. The*reason in this case is hard 
to grasp. Certainly, if we followed 
the fashions set by these Asia'tics, we 
should appear to be very ridiculous 
people. And, anyway, we are old 
enough now to do as we please; he- 
cause con-shaped-headed Britons and 
black-faced Hindus do certain things, 
may be good reasons for our not do-.
